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Some will reproach me, perhaps, with 
the omiſſion of the preſcriptions, that cuſtom 
has authorized in books of this kind; but, 
as I employ very few medicines for theſe 
diſorders, I determined not- to mention 
them, from the many abuſes that are made 
of them by perſons, who are not of the pro- 
felion: ſuch abuſes are as common as the 
receipts themſelves, The moſt fimple re- 
medy has its defired effetts, but in pro- 
portion as it is adminiſtered by a prudent 
hand. Of this truth I am farther con- 
vinced by my treatiſe on RueTURES, 
in which I inſerted a great number of 
Formulas, that were often injudiciouſſy 
applied, without regard to habit, age, 
ſeaſon, place, and many other circum- 
ſtances, that deſerve our moſt ſerious al. 
tention : the conſequence was, that many 
of them proved ineffeftual, and ſometimes 
prejudicial. 

There is now @ great inſtance of this 
aſſertion in the publication of the prepara- 
tion and uſes of the vegeto-mineral- water 
of Mr. GouLarD. This excellent medica- 
ment, being in the hands of every body, fince .

I thought it might be neceſſary alſo, for 
the ſatisfaction of the curious, to anſwer 
certain Queſtions every day ſtarted to prac- 
titioners, and which partial Patients always 
Interpret in favour of themſelves, but fre- 
quently to the diſadvantage of ſome inno- 
cent females. For example,_ it is often 
aſked, can it be poſſible, for a young Virgin, 
to infect the firſt perſon who ſhall lie with 
her? This queſtion is anſwered, and ſeveral 
others nearly of the ſame kind. It is aſked

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infeed, the others not? This Queſtion and 
others relative to it I have reſolved. 

There are others anſwered, and fo ſatisfac- 
torily as, at once, to afford conviction to the 
mind of every perſon deſirous of inſtruction. 

Next I preſcribe the regimen, and rules 
to be followed during the uſe and application 
of the MEDICATED CANDLES, according to 
the different circumſtances of the diſeaſes, 
that they are intended to cure. Theſe par- 
ticulars are ſo very exactly explained, that a 
Patient may, without the leaſt heſitation, 
treat himſelf ſecretly without the diſagreeable 
neceſſity of expoſing his caſe to another. 

To render the peruſal of this work eaſy, I 
have avoided every needleſs repetition: each 
article is numbered with arithmetical figures; 
thoſe marked with figures 9, are references 
that point to the articles which are directed 
to by the ſame numbers. 

Finally, as it is not to be ſuppoſed, that 
every Patient will underſtand the terms of 
art, I have annexed to the end of this trea-

4*. the chronic or habitual GOV RRRHXA. 
Were I to proceed according to the didaQic 
method, it would' be proper that I ſhould 
Arſt treat of the ſimple GoNORRHA; 
but I ſhall follow the demonſtrative practice 


which begins with what is moſt complicated:

acute GONORRHZA, after I have given

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78. The humours filtrated by the 
Glands of the membranous parts are, by 
their very nature, inclined to ſudden and 
unfor ſeen diſſolutions which human prudence 
very often cannot prevent. "Theſe diſſolu- 
tions manifeſt ' themſelves by copious and 
obſtinate diſcharges to the great aſtoniſn- 
ment even of thoſe who are intimately ac- 
quainted with the animal economy, The 
Glands of the membrane which form the 
interiour lining of the Zye-lids, copiouſly 
diſcharge in ſome. caſes a limpid humour, 
ſometimes very acrimonious: which humour 
coagulating conſtitutes the Blear. When 
the membrane of the frontal s1N SES, or 
that of the NosE are trritated by certain 
acrial particles, there follows ſoon after a 
ſwelling of the Glands, and next a ſerous. 
running. The Glands of the MouTH and 
thoſe of the THROAT are liable to the ſame 
effects. The. Glands of the TRacu za 
ARTERIA in colds; thoſe of the Luxos 
in the humid As THMA; of the BowELs 
in the DIARRH a 3. theſe of the interiour 
membrane of the BLADDER, when it is in- 
diſpoſed, undergo the ſame. All theſe over-

general term CATHARRH. 
76. If ſerious attention be paid to 
what I mean by a GonokRHza, it will 
be found to imply the characteriſtic of a 
CaTHarRH. Let the Coriza ſerve for 
inſtance, which in the vulgar ſenſe ſignifies 
a defluxion from the Brain, or a cold in 
the head; in which ſometimes on the firſt 
day, ſometimes three or four days after, 
which it ſeldom exceeds, a Perſon being 
expoſed. to the impreſſion of a cold air, and 
having a prediſpoſition to be affected thereby, 
a a tickling is felt in the Nost, which by 
ſtimulating cauſes ſneezing ; after which an 
obſtruction is formed which hinders a free 
breathing thro? the noss : all efforts to blow 
it prove ineffectual; there ſoon appears a 
ſerous and continual running very copious 
and fo acrid, that the entrance of the NOSE 
and the ſuperiour LI ſuffer by their being 
chapt: this running becomes commonly 
viſcous; that viſcofity which is uſually blown 
from the Nos, is vitiated, grows thick, 
becomes of a yellow greeniſh colour, fome- 
times ſtreaked with Blood; it acquires a foul

true cauſe abſolutely pronounce it to be a 
purulent matter: yet there is no Pus in the 
caſe. But if this malady which commonly 
laſts twenty, or thirty days, and is always 
advantageous to the Patient, by depurating 
all the maſs of humours, ſhould be too long 
neglected, and there. ſhould be at the ſame 
time a bad diſpoſition in the Blood, wlcers

per my view is to prevent a too violent 
irritation, and to procure a free eflux of the 
matter: This intention is accompliſhed by 
no remedy fo well as by mucilagineous emol- 
lients injected ; they blunt the ſharp points 
of the acrimonious humours, relax the eretiſm 
of the fibres too much bent, and I compleat 
the whole with humecting, diluting and ano-

Neverthe- 
leſs this malady often falls under the in- 


ſpection of Practitioners of the firſt rank; 
but they look upon it alſo as a mere trifle; 


becauſe they are unacquainted with the na- 
ture of it. I meer trifle / a meer trifle / ſaid 
an eminent Phyſician in my hearing once 
who, at that very time, laboured under an 
habitual one; ; and tho' he made ſo light 
of it, he was, in a very ſhort time after,

This kind of GonokRHAA i is, 
in ſome perſons, liable to periodical returns, 
2s is the hemorroidal flux; in others it is 
irregularly intermittent, which irregularity 
is ſometimes occaſioned by trespafſing inſt 
ſobriety in general : a ſudden ſuppreſſion of i it 
brings on the ſame diſcaſes that are cauſed 
by a ſuppreſſion of habitual ' Ringworms : , 
if this malady is overlooked, when the cauſes 
of ſpontaneous diſtempers | are ſought after 
from the Patient, the moſt experienced Phy- 
fician may be deceived, and conſequently 
cannot think of recalling the. running by pro- 
per means. 

1II. But when the venereal Virus 
has penetrated into the ſmall Glands, that

caped the conſequences attendant on an in- 
ternal GoNoRRRHÆA, they ought not to 
plume themſelves too much thereon ; for 
this diſorder is often followed by very dan- 
gerous accidents, to which it is liable; 
for in the common ſtate, or in its firſt 
degree, or rather ſtate of ſimplicity, a titil- 
lation, itching, Plethora, an œdematous 
ſwelling, and a running are its characteriſ- 
tics; theſe ſymptoms may be eaſily ſubdued;

113. Ever ſince I had the leaſt 
knowledge of this diſorder, I have with the 
greateſt aſſiduity endeavour'd to underſtand * 
it thoroughly; my labour has not been in 
vain; having diſcover'd the method of curing 
it in all its different ſtages and cireumſtances, 
and alſo to prevent it from being either 
complicated or habitual.

115. This diſorder in its encreaſe 
is always attended with an obſtruction in

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6ſt attack of this GonorRHEaA F fight 
tickling is felt in the Clitoris $ 37 ; the 


Nymphe § 38 and the great Lips ſwell | 
a little; an itching ſucceeds, which increaſes 


day after day, in proportion to the greater 
or leſs quantity, as well as to the greater 
or leſs degree of acrimony, with which the 
humour, that oozes from theſe parts, is 
tainted : this matter is ſometimes yellow, 
ſometimes greeniſh, or of an aſh-colour ; 
ſometimes thick, ſometimes thin, and ex- 
hales a fetid odour. Sluttiſhneſs is ſome- 
times the cauſe of this GonoRRH a : I have 
ſeen inſtances of it; but however it is moſt - 
commonly occaſioned by an impure com- 
merce, as particularly practiced by ſome li- 
bertines, who, being unwilling to commu- 
nicate the infection, emit their Seed no far- 
ther than the Vulva.

not to be related here, and rather as a pre- 
cept than as an obſervation. Several months 
after J had cured a young proftitute of that 
kind of GoNRRHA, which I call the ins 
ternal | in Women, becauſe its ſeat is in the 
ProsTATE Gland, ſhe conſtantly complained 
of a ſmarting in the VULva: as I could 
receive no information from a repeated exa- 
mination of her linen behind, I concluded, 

that ſhe was cured ; but one day by chance 
having a view of the fore part of her ſhift, 
I obſerved thereon a great quantity of matter 
of a very bad colour, that ſmelt extremely 
fetid; this made me enter into a more ſcru- 
pulous examination of ber caſe. 1 diſco- 
ver'd the Nymphea to be tumefied; by 
preſſing them between my fingers there iſ- 
ſued out in abundance the corrupted matter 
of the ſebaceous Glands, which ſoon furniſhed 
me the reaſon of her complaint : I ſearched 
diligently alſo, if there were any ulcers, 
but could find none. I ſcarified the Nymphe 
agreeable to my method F 159, brought 
them to a ſuppuration, and cured the Patient 


in a mort time. I have ſince always pro- 
ceeded 
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ceeded in this manner in ſuch caſes, Viz, 
by bringing to ſuppuration the ſcarified parts 

with the ointment. of my Bouolks, juſt as , 
I do in Men, 
120. Experience has often demon- 
ſtrated to me, that this diſorder is followed 
with as grievous effects in Women as in 
Men; for if in the latter the loſs of the 
Penis (See obſerv. v. § 154.) be a morti- 
fying conſequence, that of the great Lips 
is not leſs ſo to the vanity of a pretty 


Woman, whenever ſhe is under a neceſſity 
of diſcovering ſo hideous a deformity : I was 
preſent in the year 1723 at an amputation 
of the two great Lips, performed at MonT= 
PELLIER by the celebrated mr. SOULLIER, 
to whom I was then a pupil; the Patient did 
not exceed five and twenty years. 
121. If inſtead of following the 
above method, or if in the execution of it 
the part is but ſuperficially ſcarified, then 
the cure cannot be radical; the diſorder is 
only cured in appearance, becauſe ſome time 
after the diſeaſe will return; for as in Men, 
ſo it happens to Women that, in ſome time 
after, ſmall lacerations will appear on the 
Lips 
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Lips and Nymphe, like thoſe on the Pre. 
| putium U Men, and there form little Shan. 
| fers, which, i in order to ſolve the difficul. 
ties, are called Apthæ, like thoſe which 
often affect the mouths of children. The 
common method of curing them is by deſ- 
ſicating and cauteriſing remedies : but when 
they are removed, they are ſoon ſucceeded 
by others. Theſe Shankers are almoſt al. 
ways attended with a flux of very ſtinking 
matter; and finally this as well as the in- 
ternal GonoRRH Aa becomes habitual. 


122. This ſhould be the place to 
ſupport by analogy the reaſon I have to be- 
lieve, that the internal GonoRRHa is not 
the produce of any primary ulcers; but I 
wave it, becauſe the next chapter, as it is 
a recapitulation of 'every ſpecies of the Go- 
NORRH.ZA, Will furniſh me with an oppor- 
tunity of exhibiting the reſemblance that 
ſubſiſts between the internal and the exter- 
nal GoxORRHXA. By this compariſon J 
hope to be able to prove, what I advanced

124. This running always derives its 
ſource from other kinds of Gonor- 
RHEAS, but is moſt commonly the conſe- 
quence of an acute one.

| Warm, as ſome authors have obſerved : It 


may nevertheleſs happen, that but one of 
the Sphincters may be relaxed or deſtroyed, 
while the other will remain perfectly ſound ; 
this is very difficult to know, but the in- 
dication of cure is always the ſame. The 
yellow or greeniſh colour is the proof of 
one or ſeveral ulcers, being. fituated in fome 
parts of the canal of the URETHRa : theſe 
wlcers manifeſt themſelves by a pricking, 
fometimes momentary, ſometimes continual, 
but much more intenſe, when Patients aban- 
don themſelves to any exceſs: the cry/aline 
colour declares a relaxation of the excretory 
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ducts of the Profiate Gland, or of thoſe ; 
belonging to the ſpungy ſubfance of the 
URETHRA, Theſe different ſigns are ſub» 
jet to ſome other particular diſtinctions, 
which the Publick has nothing to do with, 
and that muſt occur to every regularly bred 
Surgeon, without the neceſſity of entering 
into a minute detail of them here. 
125, But of whatſoever kind the 
running of the habitual GONORRH A is, 
it is always attended with very little or no 
pain, and without ſmarting of Urine: if 
however any more pain than uſual ſhould 
be felt, it muſt have been oecaſioned by a 
recent debauchery, or by the Patients having 
uſed over- violent exerciſe. In ſome perſons 
the running is continual; in others it is pe- 
riodical; in ſome its returns are irregular, 
often intermitting ſeveral months. But be 
that as it will, if this running is neglected, 
it will deſtroy, or very much ſhorten the 
life of the Patient, and at beſt will render 
his exiſtence very diſagreeable. 
126. The original cauſe of this 
GoNORRHRA is, as I have ſaid 5 124, the 
acute GONοRRRAA; but its ſecondary cauſe

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is owing to the common method of treating 
the former, a method as contemptible a3 
fallacious; prejudice, or the ſhame of re- 
tracting ſupports the practice, and the more 
ſo, as it has been countenanced by authors 
worthy of our eſteem in other branches of 
maladies: theſe Gentlemen, carry'd away 
by the torrent of prepoſſeſſion, and not 
| having ſufficiently attended to experience, 
or made proper inquiries into the truth of 
ſuch doctrine; and Practitioners blindly fol- 
lowing them in the beaten path, without 
ever troubling themſelves about the real 
cauſes of the diſtemper, have not been able 
to diſcover a method to keep it within 
bounds ; therefore like a ſtream, whoſe banks 
are broke down, it flows abroad, and nothing 
can ſtop its courſe, but the ſalutary uſe of 
the MEDICINAL CAN DL Es. 


127. The miſunderſtood ſyſtem of 


ulcers has occaſioned great confuſion in the 
theory of this diſtemper; it has overturned 
the regular order, which ought to be ob- 
ſerved in practice. The venereal Virus, 
which at firſt (ſay theſe authors) gives riſe 
to malignant ulcers in the URETHRA, cauſe 
8 | | all 
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al che havocks that follow: this Nrus, they 
pretend, deſtroys by its corroſive quality 
the orifices of the excretory duds of the 
SEED ; being thus ſpoiled, it iſſues out by 
the force of its own weight, whence they 
have, tho' improperly, given it the name 
of a GonoRRH&a F 78; they very inju- 
diciouſly draw their proofs from the copious 
running of the matter, which they believe 
to be ſeminal; purſuant to which miſtake, 
they load the Patient with medicines, always 
adminiſtrated without judgement, and mixed, 
without the leaſt regard to proportion, not 
underſtanding, that the running is. nothing: 
but a forced ſecretion of the vitiated hu- 
mour of the Glands belonging te the parts 
affected by this malady $ 77. What is 
very ſingular in their judgement and practice, 
and which ſhews, to what degree prejudices 
may blind the moſt eminent men, is, that 
they treat Eunvucus in the very ſame man- 
ner, notwithſtanding they know, that there 
can be no depravation of SEED, becauſe, 
being deſtitute of Te/ticies, they cannot be 
ſupplied with that humour, which is the 


charaQeriftic of virility.

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128. It cannot be denied, that, in 


conſequence of a GovonRHA, there will 
ſometimes break out ulcers in the Urz. 
HRA; but they are no more than mere 
conſequences or accidents of the diſorder, 
and often produced by a bad regimen, or 
by an injudicious adminiſtration of remedies: 
but that they ſhould appear at the very be- 
ginning of the diſorder, that the primary 
running ſhould have been cauſed by ulcers, 
having firſt deſtroyed the orifices of the 
excretory ducts of the SEED, is abſurd, and 
repugnant to a juſt knowledge of anatomy 
as well as to experience and analogy, 
129. Anatomy demonſtrates, that 
the excretory ducts of the Glands in the 
ſubſtance of the URETHRA, otherwiſe called 
the Lacunæ \ 11, are ſhaped and ranged in 
ſuch a manner, that the venereal Virus, 
after it is inſinuated into the canal, muſt 
affect the Glands of the URETHRA, in the 
Internal GoNοRHATA, where, being moſt 
commonly confined, it contaminates that 
: gluiſh and balſamic humour, which theſe 
| Glands are deſigned to filtrate. This ex- 
perience confirms, by the humour flowing 
1 EY. 
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more copiouſly than uſual, and by being al- 
tered both in colour and conſiſtence. Ex- 
perience alſo evinces, that the ſeat of the ; 
malady is moſt commonly in that part of 
the URETHRA that anſwers to the Franum 
§ 28, becaufe the Zacunz A 11 are larger 
in that place, called the Foſſa-navicularis, 
than any where elſe ; for which reaſon, out 
of an hundred claps, four fcore and eighteen 
begin there. Analogy unfolds all the myſ- 
tery, which has been hitherto concealed 5 
for thoſe, who deny the ſimilitude between 
this malady and the CoRIZ A C 76, becauſe" . 
it may ſeem to be far fetched, cannot poſ- 
fibly deny the analogy drawn from the ex- 
ternal GONORRHA ; this diſtemper is ow- 
ing to the ſame cauſe, produces the ſame 
effects, by attacking the exteriour ſurface 
of the Penis, as the internal GoNORRHTA 
does the interiour. We ſhall ſoon ſee the 
whole in both diſorders to be exactly the

130. In the external GoNORRHA

The 
running ſoon comes on, if it has not already 
appeared; if the Glands increaſe in bulk, 
the capillary Blood-veſlels are preſſed ; the

far no ulcers make their appearance, nor 
will there, while the malady remains in this 
ſtate ; there notwithſtanding remains a run- 
ning of matter more or leſs copious, and 
for the moſt part like that which flows 
from an internal GONORRH ZA.; but totally 
different, both in conſiſtence and colour, 
from a purulent matter; different alſo from 
the ſaponaceous humour, that is ſecerned by 
the Glands in an healthy perſon ; this alte-

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131. * If the matter, which gives oc- 
caſion to the running, be not diſſolved, di- 
geſted and deterged ; if the veſſels, of which 
the glandular grains are compoſed, are not 
relaxed from their ſtate of irritability, and 
be not reſtored to their uſual tone, the part 
is ſeized with an inflammation, the running 
is totally ſuppreſſed : ſoon after the inflam- 
mation has taken place, the mouths of the 
excretory ducts become ulcerated ; then ap= 
pears very diſtinguiſhable by the naked eye 
a great number of ſmall Shankers, which 
multiply themſelves in proportion to the 
number of obſtructed Glands; they eat deep, 
and grow broad, according to the degree of

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132. The lymphatic veſſels, being 
leſs capable of reſiſtance than the bloody 
veſſels, loſe their ſpring by yielding to the

giving any ſuſpicion thereof. The natural 
and preternatural flooding of the Woms 
$ 32, and from the VAGINA 5 40, keep 
maſked from them the characteriſtic feature 
of this diſtemper. The moſt virtuous Wo- 
men are the moſt expoſed to it, eſpecially 
thoſe, who have been infected and treated 
for a GONORRHZA, Without their know- 
ing any thing of the matter. PraQtitioners | 
are often obliged to preſcribe for infected 
Wives, without ſeeing them, in order to 
preſerve imprudent and diſſolute huſbands 
from the bitter reproaches they ſo juſtly de- 


ſerve; and, at the ſame time, to ſave ſuch 
injured Wives from the mortification of 
being ſearched. It is even ſometimes of the 
greateſt moment, that they. ſhould be igno- 
rant of the medicines they make uſe of. 
In ſuch circumſtances as theſe, where the 
Surgeon cannot know to a certainty, what 
paſſes, and where medicines cannot but with 
great difficulty be well adminiſtered, it is 
moſt impoſſible to effectuate but an equi- 
vocal cure. The reſult of all ſuch treat- 
ments muſt be a. ſchirrhous obſtruction of the 


Glands $ 47, which may draw on after them 
ſhan- 
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ſhankerous ulcers, or at leaſt a perpetual run- 
ning, that enervates and waſtes Patients, and 
throws them into a conſumption, Such 
runnings, from not having been cloſely in- 
ſpected, are often let to paſs under the qua- 
lification of WHIT ES. It is to be wiſhed, 
that there were more opportunities of in- 
veſtigating this diſtemper; but they happen 
but ſeldom, and with great difficulty; + that 
is the reaſon, why authors are ſo barren 
and unſatisfactory on that ſubject. This 
very ſame reaſon induced me to contrive a 
ſpeculum UTERI * proper for the dilatation

tity each time; I then applied repercuſſive

moſt profound darkneſs ; he could not even 
diſtinguiſh the light of a candle, placed be- 
fore his eyes. My advice then was, that 
mr. TayLon ſhould be ſent for: a zealous 
friend of the Patient offered to go; but, 
as he did not appear to think the caſe ſo 
dangerous, as J had repreſented it, I judged 
it proper to accompany him thither, fearing 
that he might not ſufficiently inſiſt on the 
urgent neceflity there was of an immediate 
viit from mr.
